— In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 39 of the Cost and 
Works Accountants Act 1959, (Act No. 23 of 1959), 
the Council of the Institute of Cost and Works Accoun- 
tants of India has made the following amendments in 
the Cost and Works Accountants Regulations, 1959, the 
same having been previously published and approved by 
the Central Government as required by sub-section (3) 
of the said Section. 

In the said Regulations : 

I. Fo>r the existing sub-regulations (3) and (4) of 
Regulation 7, the following shall be substituted : 

“(3) An associate shall pay an annual membership 
fee of Rs. 50 which shall be due and payable on the 
1st April in each year : 

Provided that only half the amount of the annual 
membership fee shall be payable for the first year by 
a person admitted on or after 1st October in any 
year. 

(4) A fellow shall pay an annual membership fee 
of Rs. 100 which shall be due and payable on the 
1st April in each year : 

Provided that an associate who is admitted as a 
fellow during a year may pay Rs. 50 or Rs. 25 
only as membership fee for that year according as he 
is admitted as a tellow prior to the 1st October, or 
after the 1st October, of the year.” 

II. Sub-regulations (6) and (7) of Regulation 7 shall 
be deleted. 

III. AfteV Regulation 25 and before Regulation 26, 
the following new Regulation 25A shall be inserted : — 

“25A. Registration de novo— A person whose 
registration has been cancelled under Regulation 25 
may apply in Form I to become a registered student 
de novo and on his application being granted, he shall 
be deemed for all purposes to have been admitted as 
a fresh registered student except that he shall be en- 
titled to the exemption from individual subjects/ giroups 
of the Intermediate or Final Examination, as the case 
may be, previously secured by him under his former 
registration.” 

IV. In Regulation 32A, the following shall be added 
at the end as sub-regulation (7) : — 

”(7) A candidate who is admitted as a registered 
student under Regulation 25A shall be entitled to 
exemption from the subjects of the Intertnediate Exa- 
mination corresponding to the subjects in which he had 
passed or obtained exemption under his former regis- 
tration prior to its cancellation under Regulation 25." 

V. In Regulation 35A, the following shall be added at 
the end as sub-regulation (5) : — 

“(5) A candidate who is admitted as a registered 
student under Regulation 25A shall be entitled to 
exemption from the subjects of the Final Examination 
corresponding to the subjects in which he had passed 
or obtained exemption under his former registration 
prior to its cancellation under Regulation 25.” 

VI. For the existing Regulation 51, the following shall 
be substituted : 

‘‘51. Examination Certificate and Qualifying Let. 
tern, — Every candidate passing the examination unde): 
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this Chapter shall be furnished with a certificate to 
that effect in Form ‘J’ and shall be entitled to use the 
letters "DIP, MA” after his name to indicate that he 
has passed the Management Accountancy Examination 
of the Institute.” 

VII. In Regulation 120, after the existing sub-regula- 
tion (4 ) , the following sub-regulation (5) shall he 
added 

"(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Regulations, an elected or co-opted member of a 
Regional Council shall be deemed to have vacated hts 
seat if he is declared by the Regional Council to have 
been absent without sufficient excuse from three con- 
secutive meetings of the Regional Council, or if his 
name is, for any reason, removed from the Regional 
Register of Members under the provisions of these 
Regulations, and the vacancy so caused may be filled 
by co-option of another member by the Regional 
Council concerned.

Amendments to I.F.C. Employees' Provident Fund 
Regulations 

New Delhi, the 11 th May 1970 

No. 2/70,- — In exercise of the power conferred by 
Section 43(1) of the Industrial Finance Corporation Act, 
1948 (XV of 1948), the Board after consultation with 
the Industrial Development Bank of India and with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government have made 
the following amendments to the Industrial Finance Cor- 
poration of India Employees’ Provident Fund Regula- 
tions : — 

Regulation 2 : 

The wotds “and supervisory staff” shall be added 
after the word “Officers” in line 4 and the word “and” 
appearing in the same line after the word “Officers” shall 
be deleted and substituted by the punctuation mark 
The words “and one of the subordinate staff” shall also 
be added after the words “one of the clerical staff” 

Regulation 5 : Suh-clause (i) — 

The words “in superior service and every permanent 
employee in subordinate service who is in receipt of a 
pay of Rs. 30/. or more per mensem’’ shall be deleted. 
Further, the second sentence of the Regulation reading 
"An employee in subordinate service who is in receipt of 
a pay or less than Rs. 30/ - per mensum may subscribe to 
the Fund if he desires to do so” shall also be omitted in 
full. 

Suh-clause ( id) — - 

For the existing sub-clause (iii), the following sub- 
clauses shall be substituted : 

(a) A temporary employee other than an employee 
who is already subscribing to some other pro- 
vident fund, may subscribe to the Fund, if so 
permitted by the Administrators. 

(b) Any other person in receipt of other than casual 
remuneration from the Corporation may also 
subscribe to the Fund, if so permitted by the 
Administrators ; 


Provided that where any sum is standing to 
the credit of such person in the Fund and has 
become payable to him by reasons of the pro- 
visions of Regulation 14, such sum may, in 
exceptional cases, if so permitted by the Admi- 
nistrators, continue to stand to his credit in the 
Fund fot such time as he is in receipt of other 
than casual remuneration from the Corporation, 
and interest shall, notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in Regulation 13, accrue on such sum. 

Regulation 5-A : 

A new Regulation 5-A shall be added after Regulation 
5 reading as under : — 

“Any employee required or permitted under Regu- 
lation 5 to subscribe to the Fund, if permitted by the 
Administrators to do so, pay to his credit in the Fund 
any amount granted to him by his former employer or 
employers by way, or in lieu of retirement benefits in 
respect of his service under such employe! or 
employers. 

Provided that the Corporation shall not be required 
to make any contribution in respect of any amount so 
paid into the Fund.” 

Regulation 6 : 

The words “eight annas” appearing in the sixth line 
of the Regulation shall be substituted by the words “half 
rupee”. 

Regulation 8 : 

The explanation to this Regulation shall be redrafted 
to read as under : — 

“ Explanation : For purposes of this Regulation and 
Regulation 6, “pay” shall mean the amount drawn by 
an employee as— 

(i) pay which has been sanctioned for a post held 
by him substantively or in officiating capacity, 
or to which he is entitled by roasons of his 
position in a cudre; 

(ii) overseas pay, special pay and personal pay; 

(iii) any other emoluments which may be specially 
classed as pay by the Board.” 

Regulation 9 ; 

The words “one anna” appealing in the eighth lino 
shall be substituted by the word “paisa”. 

Regulation 1 1 : 

(A) For the existing clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) of 
sub-regulation 1(a), Ihe following clauses shall be substi- 
tuted 

“(i) to pay expenses in connection with the illness, 
confinement or disability, including where 
necessary, the travelling expenses, of the subs- 
cribe! or any person actually dependent on him; 

(ii) to meet the cost of higher education including 
where necessary the travelling expenses of the 
subscriber or any person actually dependent on 
him in the following cases, namely — - 

(a) for education outsido India for an acade- 
mic, technical, professional or vocational 
course beyond the High School stage; and 

(b) for any medical, engineering or other tech- 
nical or specialised course in India beyond 
the High School stage, provided that the 
course of study is for not less than three 
yea!s; 
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(iii) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro- 
priate to the status which by customary usage 
the subscriber has to incur in connection with 
marriages or other ceremonies of himself or 
of his children or of any other person actually 
dependent on him : 

Provided that the condition of actual depen- 
dence shall not apply in the case of a son or 
daughter of the subscriber or in the case of an 
advance required to meet the funeral expenses 
of the parent of a subscriber; 

(iv) to meet the cost of legal proceedings instituted 
by the subscriber for vindicating his position in 
regard to any allegation made against him m 
respect of any act done Or purporting to be 
done by him in the discharge of his official duty, 
advance in this case being available in addition 
to any advance admissible for the same purpose 
from any other Corporation source : 

Provided that the advance under this sub- 
clause shall not be admissible to a subscriber 
who institutes legal proceedings in any court of 
law either in Inspect of any matter unconnected 
with his official duty or against the Corporation 
in respect of any condition of service or penalty 
imposed on him; 

(v) to meet the cost of his defence where the 
subscriber is prosecuted by the Corporation in 
any court of law; 

(vi) to meet any other expenses or liability which, 
in the opinion of the Corporation is unforeseen 
and extraordinary and beyond the ordinarx 
means of the subscriber.” 

(B) Clause (iil of sub-regulation 1(b) of Regulation 
11 shall be substituted by the following clause : — 

“be granted until the final repayment of the previous 
advance." 

(C) The following proviso shall be added after the 
figure "24” at the end of the first sentence of sub-regula- 
tion 2(a) of Regulation 11 ; — 

"Provided that in special cases where the amount of 
advance exceeds 3 months’ pay of the subscriber as 
provided bv clause (b) of sub-regulation (1), the 
Corporation may fix such number of instalments to 
be more than 24 but in no case more than 36.” 

Regulation I l-A : 

A new Regulation numbered 11-A and containing 
clauses (1), (2) and (3) shall be added after Regulation 
i 1 , reading as under : — - 

"(l) At the discretion of the Corporation and sub- 
ject to such conditions and limitations as it ma> 
impose an advance mav be granted to a subs- 
criber on application, from the amount stand- 
ing to his credit in the Fund, for the purpose 
of purchasing shares in a Co-operative Housing 
Society or of making any deposit or payment 
of money by way of earnesL or otherwise, hi 
each case solely with a view r to securing a 
suitable house or premises for his residence or 
the residence of any person dependent on him, 

(2) An advance under this Regulation shall be 
permitted only once during the service of the 
employee and shall not exceed the. amount of 
the subscriber’s subscriptions to the Fund and 
interest thereon, or the amount actually re- 
quired for the purpose for which the advance 
has been applied for, whichever is less. 


( 3 ) An advance under this Regulation shall be 
recovered in such number of monthly instal- 
ments, at such times and of such amount, as the 
Corporation may direct, the number of instal- 
ments not exceeding 120 in any case. A subs- 
criber may at his option repay more than one 
instalment in one month and each instalment 
shall be a number of whole rupees.” 

Regulation 12 : 

(A) The existing Regulation shall be numbered as 
sub-regualtion (1) and a new sub-regulation numbered 
(2) shall be added after sub-regulation (1) of Regula- 
tion 12, reading as under : — 

“(2) Where sums are withheld from subscriptions 
to the Fund or withdrawn from Ihe amount subscribed 
thereto by the subscriber under sub-regulation (l)(b), 
the policy of insurance in respect of which such sums 
are withheld or withdrawn shall be transferred to the 
Corporation in consideration of the payment of premia 
on such policy and on such terms and conditions as 
the Corporation may impose in respect of the amount, 
if any, recovered bv the Corporation from the insurer”. 

Regulation 13 : 

The existing Regulation shall he substituted as 
under : — 

“Interest on all sums standing in the books of the 
Firnd to the credit of a subscriber shall be payable upto 
the end of the month preceding that in which payment 
is made or upto the end of the sixth month after the 
month in which such amount became payable, which- 
ever of these periods be less. 

Provided that no interest shall he paid in respect 
of any period after the date which the Corporation 
intimates to th e subscriber or his nominee as the date 
on which the Corporation is prepared to make pay- 
ment of the amount standing to the credit of the 
subscriber". 

Regulation 14 : 

(A) The existing Regulation shall be numbered as 
sub-regulation ( 1 ) and the sub-regulation ( l ) as so re- 
numbered shall be replaced by the following sub- 
regulation : — 

( 1 ) The sum standing to the credit of a subscriber 
shall become payable on the termination of his 
service or on his death. 

"Provided that a subscriber on leave preparatory to 
retirement may at his option withdraw' from the sums 
standing to his cfedit in the Fund an amount not 
exceeding his own subscriptions and the interest there- 
on : 

Provided also that a subscriber, including any pet- 
son permitted to subscribe to the Fund under Clause 
(iii) of Regulation 5, may at any time after the com- 
pletion of 20 years of service or during the 10 years 
immediately preceding the date of his retirement or 
the date of expiry of his specified tenure of office, be 
permitted hy the Corporation at its discretion, to with- 
draw, for the purposes and subject to the provisions, 
contained in sub-regulations (2), (3) and (4), from 
the sums standing to his credit in the Fund such 
amount as is specified in Regulation 14-A”, 

Provided further, that there may, if the Board so 
directs in the case of Officers, and Chairman in the 
case of others, be deducted therefrom and paid to the 
Corporation : — 
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(a) any amount due under a liability incurred by 
Ihc subscriber to the Corporation upto the total 
amount contributed by the Corporation to his 
account, including the interest dredited in 
respect thereof; or 

(b) where the subscriber has been dismissed from 
his employment on account of misconduct or 
gross negligence or where the subscriber has 
resigned his employment under the Corporation 
within five years of the commencement of his 
continuous service including temporary service, 
the whole or any part of the amount of such 
contributions together with the interest credited 
in fespeet thereof. 

(B) New sub-regulations (2), (3) and (4) shall be 
added after sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 14 reading 
as under :■ — 

“(2) (a) — Subject to such terms and conditions as 
may be imposed by the Corporation, a withdrawal 
under the second proviso to sub-regulation (1) may 
be permitted for — 

(i) meeting the cost of higher education, including 
where necessary, the travelling expenses, of any 
child of the subscriber actually dependent on 
him in the following cases, namely — 

( J ) fot education outside India for academic, 
technical, professional or vocational course, 
beyond the High School stage; and 

(2) for any medical, engineering or other tech- 
nical or specialised course m India beyond 
the High School stage, provided that the 
course of study is for not less than three 
years: 

(ii) meeting the expenditure in connection with the 
maririage of the subscriber’s son or daughter 
and if he has. no daughter, of any other female 
relation dependent on him; 

(Hi) meeting the expenses in connection with the 
illness, including where necessary, the travelling 
expenses, of the subscriber or any person 
actually dependent on him. 

Provided that a subscriber may, at his option, return 
to the Fund in lump sum the whole of any part of the 
sum so withdrawn by him. 

(b) Subject to provisions of clauses (c) to (j), a 
withdrawal under the second proviso to Sub-regulation 
(1) may also be permitted for the following purposes, 
namely— 

(i) purchase of a house or a site fot a house; 

(ii) building a house; 

(iii) repayment of a loan taken for such purchase 
or building (including such a loan secured on 
the house or site purchased or house built); 

(iv ) reconstructing or making additions or altera- 
tions to a house already-owned of acquired by 
the subscriber. 

(c) The house purchased or built should be for the 
subscriber himself and in the case of a site, it should 
be for building a house for the subscriber himself; the 
house or site shall be at the station where the subs- 
criber is wdrking or at the place, to he declared by him 
in writing, as the place where he intends to reside after 
retirement. 

(d) The amount permitted to he withdrawn shall 
not exceed the amount required for the purpose for 
which withdrawal is permitted; any excess of the 
amount actually required shall forthwith be refunded. 


(e) The subscriber may at any time be required to 
satisfy the Corporation, in such manner as it may 
specify of any one of the following matters, namely — 

(i) that the amount sought to be withdrawn or per- 
mitted to be withdrawn is actually required for 
the purpose for which withdrawal is sought or 
has been permitted, and that it has been 
applied to such purpose; 

(ii) that the amount sought to be withdrawn or per- 
mitted to be withdrawn, together with other 
funds, if any, available to the subscriber, is 
sufficient for the purpose for which withdrawal 
is sought or has been permitted; 

(iii) that file subscriber has obtained or will obtain 
a good title to the site or the house; and 

(iv) that the subscriber has obtained or will obtain 
all the permissions and approvals necessary for 
building the house; 

and the subscriber shall comply with such require- 
ments, 

(f) Where the withdrawal is for building a house, 
such building shall commence before the expiry or six 
months or such longer period, as the Corporation may 
allow, and be completed before the expiry of eighteen 
months, or such longer period as the Corporation may 
allow, from the date of the subscriber receiving the 
amount withdrawn or any part thereoi. 

(g) Where the withdrawal is for repayment of a 
loan, such repayment should be made within three 
months from the date of the subscriber receiving the 
amount withdrawn or any pari thereof. 

(h) Where the withdrawal is for the purpose of 
building a house, the amount permitted to be with- 
drawn may be paid out in such number of instalments, 
not exceeding four, and at such time ot times as the 
Corporation may determine, having regard to the pro- 
gress made in the building; 

(i) The subscriber shall keep the site or house in 
his sole ownership and shall not. without the previous 
written permission of the Corporation, transfer, mort- 
gage or charge the same; in default, the subscriber 
shall be liable to refund in one instalment the entile 
amount withdrawn. 

(j) A subscriber may, at his option, return to the 
Fund the whole or any part of the sum withdrawn 
by him. 

(3) For the purpose of sub-regulation (2) the 
expression “Purchase of a house” shall include the 
acquisition, as a member of a Cooperative Housing 
Society, whether by purchase of shares in, or by depo- 
siting sums with, such Society, of rcsidental accom- 
modation allotted by the Society; and (ii) the purchase 
of a residential house or premises on. hire purchase 
basis or otherwise from a Housing Board, City Im- 
provement Trust, or other like authority fortned or 
established under any law for the time being in force 
and clauses (c), (d), (e)(i), (e)(ii),(i) and (j) 
of sub-regulation (2) shall, so fur as may apply 
accordingly to advances for such acquisition or 
purchase. 

(4) Where a withdrawal has been permitted under 
sub-regulation (2), read with sub-regulation (3), the 
following conditions shall also apply — • 

(a) The subscriber may be required to satisfy the 
Corporation that he has obtained title to the 
shares in the Co-operative Housing Society 
concerned or has obtained the documents evi- 
dencing the deposit or sums with such Society 
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or that he has obtained the documents evidenc- 
ing the (right to the residential house or pre- 
mises purchased on hire purchase basis or other- 
wise from a Housing Board, City Improvement 
Trust or other like authority formed or establish- 
ed under any law for the time being in force; 

(b) The residential accommodation is obtained by 
the member before the expiry of six months, 
or such longer period as the Corporation may 
allow, from the date of the subscriber receiving 
the amount withdrawn of any part thereof; 

(c) The amount may be permitted to be withdrawn 
in such number of instalments, not exceeding 
four, and at such time or times as the Corpora- 
tion may determine; 

(d) Except with tjie previous written permission of 
the Corporation the subscriber shall not transfer, 
assign or create any encombrancc on such shares 
or such deposit or his interest in the residential 
accommodation allotted to him, in default the 
subscriber shall he liable to refund forthwith 
in one instalment the entire amount withdrawn. 

Regulation 14-/1 : 

A new Regulation numbered I4-A and containing 
■Clauses (1), (.2) and (3) shall be added after Regula- 
tion 14, reading as undei : — 

“(1) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber at any 
one time for one or more ot the purposes specified in 
clause (a) of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 14 or 
sub-clause (ivy ot clause (b) of (hat sub-regulation 
from the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
shall not ordinarily exceed one-half of his own suos- 
criptions and the interest thereon or six months' pay 
(pay as defined in Explanation to Regulation 8), 
whichever is less. The sanctioning authority may, 
however, sanction the withdrawal of an amount in ex- 
cess of this limit upto 3/4ths of his own subscriptions 
and the interest thereon in the Fund having due regard 
to (i) the objects for which the withdrawal is being 
made (ii) the status of the subscriber and (iiif the 
amount of his own subscriptions and the interest 
thereon in the Fund. 

(2) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber under 
clause (b) of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation J4 
[except sub-clause (iv) of that clause] shall not 
exceed his own subscriptions and interest thereon. 

Provided that in the case of a subscriber who has 
availed himself of an advance under the rules of the 
Corporation for the grant of advances for house- 
building purposes, the sum withdrawn under this sub- 
regulation together with the amount of advance taken 
under the rules tor the grant of advances for house- 
building purposes shall not exceed Rs. 1 ,00,000 or 
five years’ pay. whichever is less. 

(3) A subscriber who has been permitted to with- 
draw money from the Fund under sub-regulation (2) 
of Regulation 14 shall satisfy the Corporation within 
a reasonable period as may be specified bv the Cor- 
poration that the money has been utilised for the pur- 
pose for which it was withdrawn, and if he fails to do 
so, the whole of the sum so withdrawn or so much 
thereof as has not been applied for the purpose for 
which it was withdrawn shall forthwith he repaid in 
one lump sum, together with interest thereon at the 
rate determined under Regulation 9, by the subscriber 
to the Fund, and in default of such payment, it shall 
he ordered by the Corporation to be recovered from 
his emoluments either in a lump sum or in such number 
of monthly instalments, as may be determined by the 
Corporation”. 


Regulation 14 -B : 

A new Regulation numbered 14-B shall be added alter 
Regulation 14-A, reading as under : 

‘‘A subscriber who has been granted an advance 
under Regulation 1 1 or Regulation 1 1-A for any ot 
the purposes specified therein, may be permitted by 
the Corporation to convert the balance outstanding 
against such advance into a withdrawal under Regula- 
tion 14 on his satisfying the relative conditions laid 
down in that Regulation.” 

Regulation 14 -C : 

A new Regulation numbered 14-C shall be added after 
Regulation 14-B, reading as under : — 

“(1) The Administrators may, subject to such con- 
ditions as they may think fit to impose, delegate to any 
Officer of the Corporation as they may specify in this 
behalf all or any of the powers conferred upon them 
by these Regulations with the exception of the powers 
conferred by Regulation 4 and the proviso to Regula- 
tion 5(iii)(h) and Regulation 5-A. 

(2l Without prejudice to the provisions of suh- 
regulation fl). 

(a) an advance under Regulation 11, or advance 
under Regulation I I -A upto six months’ pay of 
the suhsciber or one half of the subscriber’s 
own subscriptions and interest thereon, which- 
ever is higher, may be sanctioned, by the ,Sccre- 
tary/Comptroiler in the ease of Officers and 
Manager t Admn. ) /Manager (Esft. &. Accounts) 
in the case of others, and any other advance 
from the Fund muv be sanctioned by the Gene- 
ral Manager; 

fb) Withdrawals under the first proviso to sulv- 
regulalion (1) ot Regulation 14 may be sanc- 
tioned, by the Secretary/ Comptroller in the 
case of Officers and Manager ( Admn. )/ Mana- 
ger ( F.slt. Si Accounts) in the case of others; 

tc) Withdrawals under the second proviso to sub- 
regulation ( 1 ) of Regulation 14 upto six 
months’ pay of the subscriber or one half of 
the subscriber’s own subscriptions and interest 
thereon whichever is higher, may be sanctioned 
by the Secretary. Comptroller in the case of 
Officers and Manager ( Admn, (/Manager (Estt. 
& Accounts) in the ease of others, and any 
other withdrawal under that Regulation max be 
sanctioned by the General Manager. 

Regulation 1 5 : 

( A ) I he words ‘'sub-rule” and ’’Rule” wherever they 
occur in this Regulation shall be substituted by the 
words “sub-regulation” and “Regulation”. 

I R) The lollowing shall be added as second proviso 
to Regulation l.S(j) ; — 

“Provided lurther that the nomination made by the 
subscriber in respect of any other Provident Fund to 
which he was subscribing before joining the Fund, shall, 
if the amount to his credit in such other fund has been 
transferred to his credit in this fund, be deemed to be 
a nomination duly made under this Regulation until 
he makes a nomination in accordance with this Regu- 
lation.”

(c) if no such nomination subsists or if such nomi- 
nation relates only to a part of the amount 
standing to the credit of the Subscriber in the 
Fund the whole or, as the case may be, the 
part thereof to which the nomination does not 
relate, shall become payable to any person 
appearing to the Administrators to be other- 
wise entitled to receive it, if the whole sum 
or as the case muy be, the part thereof does 
not exceed five thousand rupees; 

(d) any sum or any putt thereof which is not 
payable to any person under sub-clause (a) 
or sub-clause (b) or sub-clause (c), shall 
become payable to any person or production 
of probate, or letters of administration evi- 
dencing the grant to him of administration 
to the estate of the deceased or a succession 
certificate ip accordance with clause (c) of 
Section 4 of the Provident Funds Act, 1925, 

Note : When a nominee or other person is a depen- 
dant of the subscriber, as defined in clause (c) of Sec- 
tion 2 of the Provident Funds Act, 1925, the amount 
payable to such nominee or other person under these 
Regulations vests in the dependent undet sub-section (2) 
of Section 3 of the said Act.
